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INTRODUCTION 

In  view  of  the  recent  controversy  within  West  Germany  in 
connection  with  the  possible  equipping  of  NATO  forces  with 
atomic  weapons,  as  well  as  the  more  general  problem  of  the 
financial  burden  attendant  upon  German  membership  in  NATO,  a 
few  pertinent  questionson  the  subject  were  inserted  into  a 
larger  survey  on  another  topic  in  order  to  obtain  up-to-date 
information. 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  were  dervUed  from  a  probability 
sample  of  the  West  German  adult  population,  18  years  of  age  and  over. 
The  913  cases  were  interviewed  between  March  14  and  30th,  195S  by 
DIVO,  Marktforschung  -  Meinungsforschung  -  Sozialforschung.  GmbH 
Frankfurt  am  Main/Bad  Godesberg. 


SUM  LI  A  P.  Y 

The  proportion  in  the  ":est  German  population  aware  of  NATO 
(eight  out  of  ten)  is  the  same  now  as  it  was  back  in  late  1956. 

Confidence  in  the  effective  capability  of  NATO  to  defend 
Western  Europe,  however,  has  dropped  so  that  now  only  one-half  of 
those  aware  of  it,  as  against  the  previous  two- thirds,  say  that  they 
have  confidence  in  NATO. 

Most  of  the  six  out  of  ten  who  would  have  the  Federal  Republic 
continue  its  membership  in  NATO  merely  want  to  keep  support  at  the 
present  level.  One  out  of  ten  would  withdraw,  while  almost  three 
out  of  ten  are  undecided  on  what  would  be  the  best  course  of 
action.  The  percentage  in  opposition  to  NATO  (among  those  aware  of  it) 
would  appear  to  be  the  same  as  was  found  in  1955  after  the  Federal 
Republic  achieved  sovereignty. 

The  desire  to  continue  with  or  withdraw  from  NATO  is  dependent 
upon  the  degree  of  confidence  which  individuals  have  in  NATO's 
defensive  capabilities. 
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Section  1  -  Awareness  of  NATO 

NO  CHANGE  IN  AWARENESS  OF  NATO  FOR  THE  PAST  YEAR  . . . 

The  most  recent  poll  of  the  West  German  adult  population  shows 
that  the  percentage  claiming  to  be  aware  of  the  existence  of  NATO  is 
exactly  the  same  as  that  found  during  the  Summer  and  Fall  of  1957  when 
eight  out  of  ten  (82$)  said  that  they  had  heard  or  read  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization. 

This  level  of  claimed  awareness  (eight  out  of  ten)  was  also 
approximated  as  far  back  as  November  1956,  so  that  it  appears  as  if 
awareness  (as  distinct  from  a  more  exacting  test  of  objective  knowledge 
concerning  the  organization)  has  not  altered  for  some  considerable  time, 
despite  efforts  of  the  Federal  Government  to  spread  information  on  the 
subject.

The  word  "awareness"  has  been  purposely  used  here  to  describe 
claimed  knowledge  of  NATO  since  the  November  1955  survey  revealed  that 
only  about  half  (50$)  of  these  who  had  said  they  had  heard  of  NATO  knew 
that  Germany  and  the  United  States  were  members  of  this  organization. 
Recent  surveys  have  not  contained  such  further  questions  as  would  test 
the  validity  of  the  claimed  knowledge  concerning  NATO.   On  their  own 
level,  however,  the  trend  results  can  be  compared  to  measure  the  extent 
to  which  the  population  is  cognisant  of  the  existence  of  such  a  thing 
as  NATO. 
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Awareness  of  NATO  is  highest  among  those  population  segments  who 
are  usually  found  to  be  the  best  informed  on  what  is  going  on  in  the  world, 
i.e.  the  men,  the  better  educated,  the  higher  income  groups,  and  those 
living  in  big  cities.

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Section  -  -  Confidence  in  the  Effectiveness  of  NATO 

(Data  in  this  and  the  remaining  sections  of  the  report  iri.ll  deal  only 
with  that  group  which  claimed  to  have  heard  of  NATO.  This  82  per  cent  of 
the  total  West  German  adult  population  has,  therefore,  be-n  taken  as  the 
new  universe  of  study  -  hence  will  be  considered  as  100  per  cent.) 

CONFIDENCE  IN  NATO  HAS  DROPPED  -  FROM  MORE  THAN  6  OUT  OF  10,  TO  5  OUT  OF 
10  HAVING  CONFIDENCE  IN  ITS  ABILITY  TO  DEFEND  WEST. UN  EUROPE  ... 

When  those  individuals  who  said  that  they  had  heard  of  NATO  were  asked 
to  say  how  much  confidence  they  had  in  its  ability  to  defend  Western  Europe, 
slightly  more  than  half  (52/')  indicated  that  they  had  either  a  "great  deal" 
or  "Borne"  confidence. 

Skepticism  was  voiced  by  almost  three  out  of  ten  (28$)  who  felt  that 
they  had  either  "not  very  much"  confidence  or  "none  at  all". 

As  contrasted  with  the  previous  survey  when  there  was  a  significant  rise 
in  confidence  in  NATO's  effectiveness  (a  most  interesting  difference  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  November  1957  survey  was  carried  out  after  the 
launching  of  Russia's  Sputnik),  the  present  results  (after  the  launching 
of  America's  three  earth  satellites)  show  a  startling  decrease  in  confidence. 

One  of  the  best  methods  to  permit  comparison  of  the  attitude  over 
different  time  periods  is  to  examine  the  Net  Opinion  scores  for  this  question. 
Net  Opinion  scores  are  obtained  by  subtracting  the  percentage  of  those  who 
have  little  or  no  confidence  from  those  who  have  confidence  in  NATO's 
ability  to  effectively  defend  Western  Europe.  V/hen  this  is  done,  it 
become!  evident  that  in  March  1958  confidence  in  NATO  was  not  even  half  as 
high  as  it  was  in  November  1957  (Score  of  +24  as  contrasted  with  +49); 
and  only  two- thirds  of  what  it  was  during  the  previous  May.

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WHERE  LOSS  OF  CONFIDENCE  OCCURRED  ... 

The  table  which  follows,  in  addition  to  presenting  the  actual 
percentages  of  the  different  population  sub-groups  in  their  answers  to  the 
question  of  their  confidence  in  NATO,  also  lists  the  Net  Opinion  Scores  of 
the  population  groups  at  the  present  time  -  and  the  difference  between  this 
score  and  the  same  score  calculated  from  the  results  of  the  November  1957 
survey. 

By  and  large,  it  can  be  observed  that  where  the  March  1958  survey  shows 
confidence  to  be  highest  (e.g.  among  the  university  educated,  white-collar 
workers,  and  CDU  adherents)  either  a  minimum  loss  of  confidence  or  an 
apparent  gain  in  confidence  took  place. 

The  greatest  losses  in  confidence  -  as  measured  by  the  difference 
between  the  March  1958  and  November  1957  Net  Opinion  Scores  -  occurred  among 
businessmen,  among  adherents  of  the  FDP  and  SPD,  and  in  Hesse.

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Section  3  -  Attitudes  Towards  NATO  Membership 

ONLY  ONE  OUT  OF  TEN  AWARE  OF  NATO  WOULD  WITHDRAW  FROM  IT  . . . 

Only  one  person  out  of  ten  (12$)  who  is  aware  of  NATO  believes 
that  West  Germany  should  withdraw  from  that  organization,  whereas 
six  out  of  ten  (62$)  favor  continued  membership.   A  relatively  high 
percentage  (26$)  did  not  know  what  to  say  in  answer  to  the  question 
and  so  made  no  response. 

Actually,  respondents  were  asked  whether  West  Germany  should 
withdraw  from,  strengthen,  or  keep  NATO  about  the  same  as  it  is.   Most 
of  those  among  the  six  out  of  ten  who  were  reported  above  as  wishing 
West  Germany  to  continue  its  membership,  had  actually  said  that  they 
wanted  West  Germany  to  keep  NATO  about  the  same  (49$  of  the  total 
group  aware  of  NATO),  rather  than  strengthen  it  (13$).

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PLURALITIES  THROUGHOUT  THE  POPULATION  WOULD  CONTINUE  NATO  MEMBERSHIP  . . . 

Again,  in  order  to  simplify  study  of  the  responses  concerning  the 
West  German  attitude  towards  withdrawal  from  or  continued  membership 
in  NATO,  a  Net  Score  column  has  been  added  to  the  percentage  responses 
of  the  various  population  sub-groups  (see  following  table).   In  this 
particular  instance  the  score  has  been  constructed  by  adding  together 
the  percentages  of  those  who  would  strengthen  or  keep  their  support  of 
NATO  the  same,  since  they  obviously  wish  to  continue  their  membership,  and 
subtracting  from  that  sum  the  percentage  of  those  who  would  have  West 
Germany  withdraw  from  the  organization. 

Study  of  the  consequent  Net  Scores,  therefore,  makes  clear  that  in 
every  population  sub-group  a  plurality  is  found  in  favor  of  continued 
NATO  membership.   Only  among  SPD  party  adherents  does  the  Net  Score  dip 
considerably  lower  (+24)  than  that  found  elsewhere.

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OPPOSITION  TO  NATO  APPARENTLY  THE  SAME  AS  IN  1955  ... 

As  we  have  seen  earlier  in  this  section,  a  little  more  than 
one- tenth  (l2?o)   of  those  who  are  aware  of  NATO  would  like  West  Germany 
to  withdraw  from  the  organization. 

In  November  1955.  six  months  after  West  Germany  achieved  sovereignty 
and  joined  NATO,  those  who  were  not  only  aware  of  NATO,  but  also  knew  that 
both  West  Germany  and  the  United  States  were  members,  were  asked  if  they 
thought  that  West  Germany  should  withdraw  from  it  or  continue  its  member- 
ship. This  more  knowledgeable  group  (}CP/o   of  the  population)  cannot  be 
taken  as  the  exact  equivalent  of  those  who  now  merely  indicated  that  they 
had  heard  of  NATO  (82$  of  the  population).  A  good  indication  that  the 
present  group,  which  is  aware  of  NATO,  knows  less  about  it  than  the  1955 
group  which  knew  that  both  West  Germany  and  the  U.S.  were  members,  is  to 
be  found  in  the  considerably  higher  percentage  which  now  had  "no  opinion" 
as  to  whether  the  country  should  withdraw  or  continue. 

Despite  these  dissimilarities,  it  is  noteworthy  that  among  both 
groups  the  percentage  advocating  West  Germany's  withdrawal  is  almost 
identical  -  in  the  magnitude  of  one  out  of  ten.

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DESIRE  TO  WITHDRAW  OR  CONTINUE  IN  NATO  A  FACTOR  OF  CONFIDENCE  IN 
ITS  EFFECTIVENESS  ... 

The  importance  of  popular  confidence  in  NATO's  ability  to 
effectively  defend  Western  Europe  is  emphasized  by  the  following  cross- 
tabulation  of  answers  to  the  question  on  confidence  by  the  later  replies 
concerning  their  desire  for  West  Germany  to  withdraw  from  or  continue  in 
NATO  (by  strengthening  it  or  keeping  it  the  same  as  it  was). 

Among  those  with  the  most  confidence  in  NATOvs  defensive  capabilities 
barely  one  person  out  of  a  hundred  is  to  be  found  (l$)  saying  that 
West  Germany  should  withdraw  from  NATO.  As  confidence  goes  down,  the 
percentage  saying  that  West  Germany  should  withdraw  goes  up,  until  in 
the  group  which  has  no  confidence  at  all,  almost  two  out 'of  three  (6jfo) 
would  want  to  get  out.
